The Vandevenier Com­ 
pany was fined $2,500 by the decision 
which declared th at the lumber ex­ 
change and the 
nineteen 
member 
companies were violating the state 
anti-trust statutes, operating 
in re­ 
straint of trade and illegally attem pt­ 
ing to stifle competition. 
In the motion today the company 
asks that the court modify its order 
ousting the company and fining 
it 
$2500. A letter from the company to 
Attorney General Jesse W. B arrett, 
stating that the company resigned 
from the exchange 
Septem ber 
22, 
1921, is included in 
today’s motion. 
This letter was alleged to have been 
sent to the attorney general shortly 
after he began the ouster proceed­ 
ings against the 
lum ber exchange 
and its members. 
The letter stated 
th at the exchange would oppose the 
action of resignation and asked that 
the attorney general keep the m atter 
confidential. 
The Vande venter Company also al­

that of Tnrksh Institutions.

The president of the United States 
is required to exert him self almost 
beyond the bounds of human lim ita­ 
tions. 
His cares and worries break 
him down. 
Human frailties are too 
great to stand the strain which the 
presidency 
places 
on a man. 
We 
should limit the president to one 
term, it might be made a six year 
term, but I am not so sure about that 
even. 
“Our theory of governm ent that 
the president should be the chief exe­ 
cutive of the nation has been extend­ 
ed to make him the political leader 
to his party. His death only proves 
the magnitude of the position. 
He 
w’as so conscientious and yet so hu­ 
man that it hurt him to hear criti­ 
cism of his efforts and false pre­ 
sumption of his 
motives 
and the 
things he had in mind.

Members of the Kansas house and 
senate assembled here today for a 
special session of the legislature call­ 
ed by Governor J. M. Davis to con- 
rene at 4 o’clock this afternoon to 
vote additional soldier bonus bonds. 
The 25 million dollar Issue has been 
found about six million dollars less 
than enough to pay $1 for each day 
served in the world war by Kansas 
soldiers, sailors and marines. 
The shortage resulted largely from 
recent decision of the state su­ 
preme court holding that under the 
bonus law passed by the 1921 legis­ 
lature full compensation should be 
paid to Kansas members of the regu­ 
lar army from the date of declaration 
of the war until signing of peace 
July 2, 1921. The bonus commission 
previously had 
ruled 
that “profes­ 
sional 
soldiers” 
should receive no 
compensation from the state. 
Some sentiment has been express­ 
ed among early arrivals that legisla­ 
tion 
be 
enacted 
restricting 
the 
amount of compensation to be paid 
“regulars.” One suggestion was that 
they be given an amount approxi­ 
mately equal to that which a majori­ 
ty of the 
national 
guardsmen and 
others who enlisted for the duration 
of the emergency are entitled. 


WASHINGTON, Iowa, August 6. - 
The announcement that President 
Coolidge sees 
no 
reason for inters 
rupting the negotiations for the rec­ 
ognition of Mexico, or any other ne­ 
gotiating*. now in progress, was in­ 
terpreted in official circles to mean 
that Secretary of States Hughes will 
be allowed to proceed with the work 
of the state department on the lines 
previously 
laid 
down by President 
Harding. 
While the negotiations themselves 
are not to be interrupted, Harding’s 
death has resulted in the postpone­ 
ment of an announcement concerning 
Mexico which had been expected on 
August 3. 
It is now expected that 
this announcement will not be made 
until after the final interment at 
Marion on Friday. 
Just what the nature of the an­ 
nouncement is to be has not been 
disclosed, though it admitted that the 
American and Mexican commission­ 
ers who for more than three months 
have been at Mexico City discussing 
outstanding differences, 
have 
vir­ 
tually completed their work, and it Is 
expected that the announcement will 
be a statement that their task has 
been finished and their recommenda­ 
tions are now being studied. 
President Coolidge will then have 
an opportunity to go over the rec­ 
ommendations in detail and render a 
decision concerning their adoption. 
In as much as the new president 
as vice president attended the cab­ 
inet meetings and was thoroughly fa­ 
miliar with discussions in the cabinet 
concerning the Mexican situation, it 
is believed that he has already pretty 
definitely determined upon the atti­ 
tude toward the 
southern republic 
and it is not believed that there will 
bo any undue delay in taking action 
on the recommendations. It is under­ 
stood Coolidge was thoroughly in ac­ 
cord with President Harding in the 
desire to see diplomatic relations re­ 
sumed with the Obregon government 
at the earliest possible moment.

is surface coal and Is not of an ex­ 
cellent quality It supplies fuel to the 
power plants and Industries of the 
town. Lying in a layer which is al­ 
most continuous throughout this dis­ 
trict the coal is found from six to 
twenty-five feet below 
the 
surface 
and in layers from sixteen to thirty 
inches in thickness. 
Because of its nearness to the sur­ 
face. Clinton coal is mined from the 
top of the ground. 
Using a huge 
steam shovel, the top soil Is dug up 
and piled aside, while miners tear 
out the layer of coal. Thus the huge 
shovel Is being moved all over the 
district. 
As soon as the coal Is re 
moved from the ereat the piles of 
dirs are leeledv and the soil 
cult! 
vated. 
The coal from these Clinton fields 
serves to drive the turbines of two 
large power houses here. 
One plant 
supplies electricity for the town it 
self while the other owned by the 
Green Power and 
Light 
Company 
supplies power to surrounding towns.

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SUMMER DESSERTS 


A S DESSERT Is valued for Its 
decorative effect as well as Its 
nutritive value, a little time spent in 
embellishing a dish will be very 
much worth while. 
Apricot Whip.—Take two cup­ 
fuls of apricots, one-half cupful of 
sugar, one teaspoonful of lemon 
Juice, the whites of two eggs. Fresh 
fruit is rubbed through a sieve, the 
sugar added, lemon juice, and fold 
in the stiffly beaten whites. 
If 
canned or dried apricots are used, 
soak them, add the cooked fruit to 
the sugar and cook five minutes; 
cool, then fold in the eggs. 
Bake 
In a buttered dish in a slow oven 
for twenty minutes. 
Serve with 
cream or a soft custard, garnished 
with cubes of bright-colored jelly. 
Peach 
Cup.—Take 
eight 
ripe 
peaches, two eggs, one-half cupful 
of milk, one and one-half cupfuls 
of flour, three teftspoonfuls of bak­ 
ing powder, one-half teaspoonful of 
salt and one tablespoonfUl of but­ 
ter. 
Peel the peaches and mash 
two of them, add the well-beaten 
yolks of the eggs, then the milk 
and the dry ingredients sifted to­ 
gether. 
Add the butter, melted, 
beat well, then fold in the stiffly 
beaten whites of the eggs. 
Put a 
layer of this mixture in a buttered 
custard cup, add half a peach, cov­ 
er with batter, sprinkle each with 
sugar and bake in a moderate oven 
for twenty minutes. 
Serve with 
w'hlpped cream or hard sauce. 
Velvet Sherbet.—Take the juice 
of three lemons, two cupfuls of 
sugar and a quart of rich milk. 
Mix well and put into the freezer. 
Turn the freezer slowly at first, 
then when it begins to harden, beat 
quite fast. This makes a delicious 
smooth sherbet that is universally 
liked.
